MERCHANT TAILORS REFUSE 
UNION’S 8-HOUR DAY DEMAND 


Twenty-Five Per Cent Increase Has 
Been Offered to Journeymen 
Workers. 


Demands by the journeymen tail- 
tors’ unions that an eight-hour day 
scale replace the present system of 
paying by piecework, have been re- 
fused, W. J. Romer, spokesman for 
the Merchant Tailors’ Association, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 
A meeting of the merchant tailors 
was held last night at the American 
Annex. The journeymen tailors 
have demanded that the change be- 
come effective Monday, and Romer 
said the merchant tallors are pre- 
pared for a strike by the journey- 
men after Monday. 

An increase of 26 per cent in the 
rate of pay has been offered by the 
merchant tailors, Romer said. He 
added that there is no disagreement 
on the wage question, but that the 
deadlock is on the question of chang- 
ing the system. It would result in 
curtailing the output, he said. 

The journeymen admit that it 
would. They say fhey now work 
from 12 to 18 hours a day, doing the 
work by contract at home. They 
say they do not expect more money, 
but feel that they should not work 
as long as they do for what they get. 
The employers say that granting the 
demands would result in increasing 
the price of tailored clothing 25 to i0 
per cent.

GEORGE CREEL ON IRELAND. 


EORGE CREEL, former chair- | 
G== of the Committee on Public | 

Information, recently wrote a/ 
series of Irish propaganda articles | 
for a group of newspapers. These 
articles are now printed in book | 
| form, with a number of illustrations, 
under the title, “Ireland's Fight for | 
| Freedom.” 
No one expects a propagandist to 
| Present the other side of the case 
‘with equal force. But in this in- | 
stance, it would seem that the under- 
lying facts might have been more 
Clearly outlined. The reader gathers | 
| that Ireland is a conquered province, 


|the middle of the book is reached 
_| before any mention is found of the | 
Act of Union of 1801, under which 
Ireland has ever since been a con- 
stituent part of the United Kingdom | 
of Great Britain and Ireland, with 
representation in Parliament. 

Some Americans have an idea 
that, because of this union, Ireland 
is as much a part of the ‘United 
Kingdom as Texas is a part of the 
United States. They further recall | 
that the Civil War definitely settled 
;one thing—that no State shall se- 
|cede from the Union. They wonder 
‘whether, having established this 
| principle for itself, this country can 
| properly ask the United Kingdom to 
countenance an act of secession, 
under the name of self-determina- | 
tion. 

Creel recognizes the existence of. 
this question, in the first sentence of 
his book; where he says, “The world | 
is asked to consider Ireland merely 
as England’s domestic problem.” He) 
goes on to argue that the acceptancs | 
of such a view is precluded by “that | 
magic formula, self-determination,”’ 
and by the vote of Ireland, except 
te Ulster Counties in 1918. He | 
then proclaims the existence of a 

powerful Irish vote in the United | 
States, which, he says, “stands im- 
Pplacably between this country and 
England, crying out against any al- 
liance, agreement or even amity until 
the case of Ireland has been fairly 
considered and justly settled. “Make 
no doubt,” he continues, “that the | 
Irish vote will be a block vote against | 
England and all things English, as 
long as the Irish question is allowed 
to persist. It is idle to adopt a tone 
‘of heavy reproof and talk of 
‘America first.’ America has always 
been first with the Irish-American.” 

Creel says much, but not too 
much, in praise of the Irish soldiers 
in the Great War, whose bodies lie 
from Ostend to Suvia Bay. It is. 
natural to feel that the services of 
these men, living and dead, have | 
given their island a right to demand) 


‘whatever it wishes as to its political 
‘future. But it cannot be forgotten 
that while these Irishmen were fight- 
‘ing for the world’s freedom, certain 
elements in Ireland were attacking 
the allied cause in the rear, by the 
Dublin revolt, and was refusing con- | 
scription, which England, the United 
States and Canada accepted as their 
duty. | 
Creel seems to recognize that this | 


" eanatiae: asin exicetcari eaee ae 


is a cause of apathy in regard to 
Ireland’s claims. He devotes several | 
pages to refuting the charge that the | 
leaders of the Dublin revolt took | 
German money. What _ difference | 
does that make? Anyone who at- 
tacked England, in 1916, was doing 
Germany's work, whether Germany | 
paid for it or not. ‘‘Liberty Hall,” 
headquarters of the revolt, is shown 
bearing the placard, “We Serve 
Neither King nor Kaiser, but Ire- 
land.” Anyone, at any place in the 
British Empire, who did not serve 
the King in 1916 was serving the 
Kaiser regardless of placards or 
platitudes. This disregard of prac- | 
tical facts is the weakness of the 
whole Irish case, and Creel’s book 
is by no means free from the same) 
weakness. One would think, from 
his recital, that Ireland was still suf- 
fering from all the oppressive acts 
committed by England in the last 
five centuries. The fact is that the 
Irish people have gradually won 
civil and religious liberty, and better 
industrial conditions, very much as 
the English people have done, and 
that the remaining grievance is a 
political one, with Ulster holding that 
no political grievance exists. 

The author cannot be accused of 
neglecting Ulster. He gives a 
spirited chapter to the arrogant and 
rebellious conduct of that part of 
Ireland, and he contrasts the later 
honors of Sir Edward Carson and 
other Ulster leaders with the in-| 
fliction of the death penalty on the | 
Dublin rebels. The leniency toward | 
Ulster’s offense, he argues, tends to 
explain Ireland’s war attitude. 

“The Case of Canada” is a chapter 
in which the argument appears to 
be that England treated Canada 
badly as long as she dared, and has 
since treated Canada well and Ire- 
land badly. “Can Ireland Stand. 
Alone?” gets an affirmative answer, 
with considerable array of figures, in 
the last chapter.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—A vig- 
orous protest against the publica- 
‘tion in this country of Gen. Luden- 
dorff’s book was made by Senator 
Chamberlain yesterday afternoon. 
Senator Lodge concurred in his view. 
“J would appeal to the patriotism 
of every newspaper man in the 
‘United States,” declared Chamber- 
lain, “and beg of them, as Congress 
ought to beg of them, not to publish 
this story of the war.” 

Chamberlain said his objection 
was based on the character of the 
author. He read at length the 
French “interpretation of Gen. 
Urich Ludendorff,” and said: “That 
is the character of the man. Can it 
be that his propaganda is to be dis- 
seminated in the United States 
through the instrumentality of a so- 
called history of the war, or story of 
the war? Are the American people 
to be educated from the German 
standpoint and have the German 
theory of ‘the reason for the war, 
Germany’s innocence in its instiga- 
tion, its harmless carrying on of the 
war, through the instrumentality of 
the story of this man?” 

Lodge Opposes Publication. 

“Is it really proposed to publish 
serially, or in any other way, such 
‘a thing as that?” asked Senator 
Lodge. 

“absolutely,” said Chamberlain. 
“If the Senator will observe some 
of the newspapers he will find they 
are promising now to publish in the 
near future the so-called Luden- 
dorff story of the war.” 

“T trust it will not be done,” said 
Lodge. 
| “TF am just expressing that hope 
and I am glad to have the Senator 
‘join with me,” said Chamberlain. 
“This article goes on to say that it
